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COAL FOR THE ALLIES 


A few months ago the news from Lens would 
have been hailed as a tremendous victory. 
Around 
that city the war ha* raged for four years. 
The 
Allies would very likely have thought it a military 
bargain if they had bought it with half a million 
men. 
Perhaps more than that have fallen fighting 
for it. 
Now it is in the hands of the Allies, won in 
the end at comparatively small cost by i och s humane 
and effective method of envelopment instead of 
frontal attack. 
And the world has taken little note 
of it, in the thick press of victory-news from all the 
battlefronts. 
Its importance will be realized as the war con­ 
tinues. 
For around Lens, starting a few miles to 
the west of that city and running to the east of 
Valenciennes, near the Belgian border, is France’s 
great coal deposit, of which it was deprived by Ger­ 
man treachery in 1914, and which the Germans have 
been working to the limit ever since. 
The loss of 
that coal field was probably the biggest material 
handicap France had to endure. 
It made her de­ 
pendent on England for nearly all her fuel. 
That 
necessity increased England’s huge mining and trans­ 
portation burden. 
Now, as the Germans continue to fall back, that 
great coal deposit will become an Allied asset. 
It is 
said that the Allies have for some time been counting 
on it definitely in their plans for the winter’s fuel 
supply, and that skilled American operators were 
ready at hand, with American mining machinery and 
American miners, to start work on the mines the 
moment the Huns evacuated them. 
Before long the 
entire basin will be in their hands. France will then 
have her own coal. French war factories can be sup­ 
plied with comparative ease. Great numbers of ships 
will be released. 
The strain will be eased on the 
Welsh mines. 
Germany will not suffer correspondingly. There 
is plenty of coal in Germany. 
But the loss of that 
particular supply will hasten her departure from all 
the adjacent territory. 
The next conquest comparable with this will be 
the capture of the great iron basin stretching from 
Metz to Longwy. It is still, as senile English cockney 
once remarked. *‘a long w’v to Longwy,” longer in 
local obstacles than in miles for the Americans strain­ 
ing at the leash to the south of it. 
But it will be 
ours in due time, possibly before the winter is over. 
France will then have her own iron, and Germany’s, 
too. 
W ith that accomplished, the German guns may 
starve to death in a few months. 
•

General Foch— Christian 
From th© Riverside Press 
Readers of the Press know very well that this paper 
is not generally classed in the list of adm irers of th e 
Los Angeles Times, and it has had abundant reason and 
justification for its position. 
The Press, however, b as 
no hesitation in saying that some of the Times editorials 
in support of the war have been as fine in spirit as a n y ­ 
thing which has happened anywhere in the country. T h is 
is especially true of the “leaders” in the Sunday T im es, 
which as a rule discuss some phase of the religious 
element in the war. 
A conspicuous example of this w as 
the editorial in last Sunday’s Times headed “The G ray 
Man of Christ.” The w riter read parts of It in a w ar ta lk 
which he gave in a church service Sunday evening, and 
is glad to give the readers an opportunity to enjoy its 
interpretation of the reason for General Foch’s w onder­ 
ful success. 
The last part of the editorial follows: 
W here does Foch go for the strength and m agical 
powTer to bring home the marvelous victories he has w on 
and is still winning over Prussia and the unholy alliances 
she has made to crugh the world and drive freedom from 
the earth? 
We have the answer close at home. A California boy, 
serving as a soldier in the American expeditionary forces 
in France, has recently w ritten a letter to his p are n ts 
in San Bernardino in which he gives as well as anyone 
could give, the answer to the question we ask. 
This American boy—Evans by name—tells of m eeting 
General Foch at close range In France. 
. 
Evans had gone into an old church to have a look 
at it, and as he stood there with bared head satisfying 
his respectful curiosity, a gray man with the eagles of 
a general on the collar of his shabby uniform, also en tered 
the church. 
Only one orderly accompanied the quiet, gray m an. 
No glittering staff officers, no entourage of gold-laced 
aides were with him; nobody but just the orderly. 
Evans paid small attention at first, to the gray m an, 
but was curious to see him kneel in the church, praying. 
The minutes passed until full three-quarters of an hour 
had gone by before the gray man arose from his knees. 
' 
Then Evans fololwed him down the street and w as 
surprised to see soldiers salute this man in great ex c ite­ 
ment, and women and children stopping in their trac k s 
with awe struck faces as he passed. 
It was Foch. 
And now, Evans of San B ernardino 
counts the experience as the greatest in his life. 
During that three-quarters of an hour that the g en ­ 
eralissimo of all the Allied armies was on his k nees 
in humble supplication in that quiet church, 10,000 guns 
were roaring at his word on a hundred hills that rocked 
with death. 
.Millions of armed men crouched in trenches or rushed 
across blood-drenched terraines at his command, generals 
and field marshals, artillery, cavalry, engineers, tan k s, 
fought and wrought across the map of Europe absolutely 
as he commanded them to do, and in no other m anner', 
as he went into that little church to pray. 
Nor was it an unusual thing for General Foch to do. 
There is no day that he does not do the sam e thing if 
3here be a church that he can reach. 
He never fails 
to spend an hour on his knees every morning th a t he 
awakes from sleep; and every night it is Hie same. 
Tile facts, then, in the case are that when the freedom 
of the world hung in the balance the world turned to 
Foch as Hie one great genius who could save it ag ain st 
the Hun; and that Focli, who is perhaps the g re a te st 
soldiers the world has produced, is first of all, a C hristian. 
What is the use of listening to m aterialists in th e 
face of these facts? 
W here does Foch go who b rin g s 
home a victory every day? 
If he goes to the chem ists, to the war councils, to 
the map makers, and to them alone, well and good. 
That's what the kaiser and Von Hindeuburg and Luden- 
dortf do, and so the m aterialists would give us th e ir 
answer. 
But that is not what Foch does. He goes to God. 
H e 
goes to Christ, who turned back Paul on the road to 
Damascus; to the Nazarene, who raised Lazarus fro m 
the tomb; to the W anderer who went up the dark p ath 
to Calvary and hung there upon the tree betw een th e 
thieves that the sins of the world might be washed aw ay. 
Think of this type of man, quiet and as hum ble as 
the humblest peasant in the stricken fields of F lan d ers, 
with the hopes and destinies of a whole world in his 
hands! 
Is it not our tradition that such a com mander, com ­ 
pared to whom Alexander and Constantine and N apoleon 
and Caesar stand as corporals in Lilliput, should be in ­ 
accessible in his lordly grandeur from the eyes of com 
mon men? 
And yet, young Evans of San Bernardino, ju st an 
everyday American boy from under the shadow of old 
San Gorgonio, spent nearly an hour with Foch in an 
old French church, and not even one bayonet was th e re 
to keep them apart. 
They represented the two great dem ocracies of th e 
world, but there in that old church they rep resen ted 
jointly, a far greater thing—the democracy of C hrist. 


It is told of an officer in the signal corps, taking 
part in the American offensive in the Champagne 
country, that a telephone line he carried forward to 
one particular village was shot down twenty-four 
times. 
In his eagerness to keep pace with the ad­ 
vancing troops, he had tackled the job before the 
village was wholly cleared of Germans. 
“ W hat did you do then?” asked the correspond­ 
ent to whom he happened to tell the story—which to 
him was a mere detail of the day’s events. 
“ I put up the twenty-fifth line,” was the impatient 
reply. 
O f course he did. 
Any fool correspondent 
might have known that. 
And it subsequently devel­ 
oped that the reason that line had not gone the way 
of its predecessors was that the signal man after put 
ting it up had personally guided a squad of infantry 
men to a German machine gun near by, and put it 
VHit of business. 
Such brave and enduring patience is the regular 
thing; in the army. 
How many of us here at home 
would quietly go to work and perform a war job for 
tile twenty-fifth time?
